GENERAL WHITE TOO MODEST. 


Reports from Different Sources Agree 
the Fighting Near Ladysmith Was 
Severe. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] * 
London, Nov. 7.—Tonight's welcome dis- 
patches from the front have rent the veil of 
gloom enveloping Ladysmith, showing the 
British garrison not merely standing on the 
dogged defensive, but executing a series of 
Accounts from different 
sources agree that the laconic official de- 
scription of Thursday's engagement as an 
effective shelling of the Boer laager was 
unduly modest. 
It appears that General Sir George Stewart. 
White sent a strong force of cavalry and in- 
fantry to attack the Boers at Tatham’s | 
Farm, about ten miles to the northwest, 
near Bester’s, and apparently achieved a sur- 
prise, the Boers being caught on the open 
veldt and cut to pieces, and their camp cap- 
tured. Encouraged by this success, General 
White decided to risk an even more im- 
portant engagement on the following day, 
which was again justified by success. 
Ladysmith had been isolated, and a Boes 
force had intercepted the railway between 
Ladysmith and Colenso. This force on Fri- 


day had descended upon Colenso, and, 44 


shown by the dispatches from Bsteourt, 
had compelled a hurried abandonment of 
Colenso and a retirement of the British ta 
Estcourt. 
General White had ascertained that the 
Boers were attacking Colenso, but he was 
not aware of the British retirement. He 
had determined, therefore, to attack the 
Boers in the rear, thus hoping to achieve the 
double object of drawing off an attack upon 
the weak garrison of Colenso and possibly 
af reopening communication southward. 
Boers had advanced southward until 
they occupied the hills north of Tugela 
3 Colenso on the other 
side of the stream. The hills slope to a plain 


that reaches to the banks of the Tugela. _ 


General White's division caught the Beers 


in the rear, and, after the hills had been 
shelled, the British stormed the

Civic Federation to Urge Constitutional 
Amendment—Will Examine Slum 


Conditions and Schools. 

the federati 
e Civic eration met at an informal - 
ner at Kinsley’s last evening and — . 
Plans for work during the «winter, The 
Greater Chicago” project attracted the 
most interest and the committee which will 
have charge of this campaign will be organ- 
ized within a few days by President Head. 
Discussion was directed to a proposed in- 
vestigation of the public school system of 
Chicago and efforts will be made to insti- 
tute reforms where they may be considered 
necessary. An investigation of the tene- 
present 
plans contemplating the appointment of a 
special committee to make a formal in- 
spection of the conditions of tenements. The 


administration of the civil service law by the 


municipal authorities also will be closely 
watched. 

Formal action will be outlined at a meet- 
ing of the Executive committee on Monday 
afternoon, when reports from subcommit- 
tees will be considered. 

The Greater Chicago agitation will aim 
to secure a constitutional amendment, as the 


former proposition to hold a constitutional 


convention is no longer favorably ‘consid- 
ered. The Greater Chicago committee 
will consist of two representatives from each 
of the thirty leading political and social or- 
ganizations of the city, forty members at 
large, and one member from each township 
in Cook County. 
Rogers Talks of the Slums. 

President Rogers of Northwestern Univer- 
sity led in making suggestions for tenement- 
house reforms, speaking from personal ob- 
servations made in the West Side slums last 
summer. The Philanthropic committee, 
headed by Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, 
will have charge. 


President Rogers urged that the building 


ordinances relative to the placing of UHving- 
rooms below sidewalk grade should be en- 
forced and that the Health department 
should close damp and unhealthful base- 
ments,-ejecting tenants and calling for cor- 
rections of sanitary conditions by the owner. 
He insisted that tenement-houses should 
not cover the entire lot, but that space 
should be reserved as a playground for chil- 
dren and breathing space for adults. 

He urged the need of small parks in the 
crowded districts. That the city should give 
as much attention to cleaning streets and 
alleys in these districts as on the boulevard 
was dwelt on as imperative. Philanthro- 
pists, he urged, could better devote their ef- 
forts and wealth to the establishment of 
parks than by opening libraries.

The University of Chicago Athletié Sneed 
made a ruling at its meeting yesterday 
which will hereafter affect the . general 
. teams at the Midway 
The fact that for several years unclassified 
Students at the university have been the 
principal members of ali the teams has 
been the subject of general comment by 
both students and the alumni. This finally 
led the board to pass the following rule: 
In the ‘future all unclassified students 
of the University of Chicago will be in- 
eligible for the ahtletic teams of the school 
unless they have completed one quarters 
work in residence previous to the time of 
trying for the teams. The work must also 
be of satisfactory grade.“ 

This will affect the makeup of the football 
as well as the baseball and track teams, 
which have for several years drawn heavily 
upon the incoming unclassified students for 
material. The football teams will be affect- 
ed most, for in the past the heavier line 
positions have always been filled by special 
and unclassified students. This year a num- 
ber of the men are unclassified aes — 
had the rule been passed earlier 
the maroons would be much weak - 
er than they are at present. 

The nale does not affect the baseball team 
so much, as the majority of the practice is 
done in the winter quarter, and few men 
have proved, so good they have been placed 
on the team at the opening of the spring 
quarter, for by that time several games 
have been played and the makeup of the 
team is practically assured.

The last report of the Coutroller of the 
Currency contained a forcible statement 
of some of the objections to Secretary 
Gage’s asset currency scheme. The 
Secretary in his last report, without 
answering those objections effectively, 
again argued in favor of an asset cur- 
rency. The forthcoming reports of these 
two officials will show that the Treasury 
department is still divided in opinion on 
the currency question.. The Secretary will 
reiterate views which meet with the ap- 
proval of a few bankers and of nobody 
else.

for gold... The Controller pointed out in 
his article that the Treasury has a large 
stock of gold and that with the trust fund 
recommended by the President in existence 
a deficiency in revenues cannot eat away 
the foundation of the national currency. 
Of asset currency he said significantly: 
“It did not seem to be received with favor 
by the general public,” 

Judging from the interviews with Secre- 
tary Gage and from unofficial but uncon- 
tradicted statements as to his intentions, 
which have been printed during the last 
two months, the Secretary will make in 
his next report another elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of his scheme of allowing 
the banks to issue notes based on the as- 


sets which represent the moneys of de- 


positors. Even if he had kept silent as 
to his intentions the public would feel as- 
sured that his report will recommend leygis- 
lation favorable to the banks. For the 
Secretary of the Treasury proposes 
nothing which does not “do something” 
for them. He has made some recommenda- 
tions which are not objectionable, as that 
banks shall be allowed to take out notes 
up to the face value of bonds. Other 
recommendations, as that they be allowed 
to issue notes based on assets, are the sug- 
gestions of a man who thinks government 
exists chiefly for the benefit of the banks. 
The “Secretary spends much of his time 
trying to devise things which can be 
“done ” for them, 
When he was put in charge of the 
finances the people thought the President 
had made a wise choice. They believed 
he had recognized the “ merit system ” by 
putting at the head of the Treasury de- 
partment a veteran, successful banker, who 
necessarily must be a master of grand 
finance. The people were mistaken. Pos- 
sibly their assumption that a good banker 
needs must be a good Secretary was 
wrong. Bagehot speaks of able English 
bankers who spend their minds on little 
else than on thinking whether other people 
will pay their debts.” That was Mr. 
Gage’s occupation for many years. Prob- 
ably that kind of training cannot be de- 
pended on to produce a broad-minded head 
of the financial affairs of a nation. Cer- 
tain it is that not one of the great Secre- 
taries of the Treasury went from a bank 
into that office, while many have gone from 
office into banks,

ginning that no bargain will be struck with 


have the overhead trolley on any down-town 
streets where it is not now. They are de- 
sirous that it should be removed from por- 
tions of streets where it is in use at present, 
and it is more than likely that that re- 
moval will be insisted on when negotia- 
tions for franchise extensions are begun. 
One sufficient objection to the use of the 
overhead trolley in the streets of the busi- 
ness district is that there are better devices 
for the propulsion of cars. These include 
the underground trolley, the storage bat- 
tery, and compressed air. Granting for the 
sake of the argument that these methods of 
moving cars are more expensive for the 
traction companies than the one they hold 
in such high esteem, they are more eco- 
nomical for the people, and it is with them 
the decision rests. Furthermore, the un- 
willingness of the companies to adopt new 
and more expensive systems on a large 
scale ought to be tempered by the fact that 
their revenues will be decreased by a possi- 
ble four-cent fare considerably more than 
operating expenses can be increased by the 
adoption of any of the substitutes for an 
overhead trolley. | 
The companies may pick flaws in one of 
those substitutes. They cannot do so in 
all. They cannot assume that they know 
all that is knowable about street car 
service, and that all which has been accom- 
plished in other cities counts for nothing. 
It may be the contention of the traction 
companies that the underground trolley will 
not answer in this city because of imper- 
fect drainage is valid. The cost of con- 
struction cuts no figure. Liability to break- 
| downs, especially in bad weather, does. 
But if the companies believe the under- 
ground trolley is not feasible they can use 
air motors. Two of them are 
in use on the North Side now, and seem to

There is neither adventure nor humor m 
Mr. Stockton's tale, except in diluted quan- 
tities. Having thrown away the human in- 
terest by the nature of his plot, the net re- 
sult is rather dreary. Here and there one 
finds glints of the Stocktonian droliery, as 
where the hero finds Solomon & very well- 
informed man,” or where he decides not to 
marry the girl desired by Samson, But as 
a whole the author's powers seem to have 
gone into the sere and yellow leaf.
